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CONGRESS’ MUNICIPAE CHALD 
Among all the cities of the United, States Wash- 
ingion has the most distinguished personnel in the 
government. The national capital and its environs in 
the District of Columbia have a bicameral board of 
aldermen of. which the United States Sénate is the 
upper chamber and the House of Répresentatives the 
lower one. Thus the city and ‘the district are pro- 
vided with legislators who are immune to local po- 
litical influences, but who have a deéfifiite though 
sometimes only temporary interest in orderly conduct 
of affairs. In other words the District of Columbia 
is furnished governors whose motive of providing good 
government is extraordinarily free from the usual po- 
litical alloy. . 
Mes But the system has developed the most annoy- 
ing shortcomings. The House of Representatives, 
solemnly. considering House Record 6728 to regulate 
use of milk bottles, caris, crates and so on in the Dis- 
tri¢t was disturbed it 'seems by a tendency among cer- 
»,_ tain members to giggle at the bill... Why should con- 
sideration, take‘time*out,to legislate concerning milk 
boitles for the District of Columbia? » Congress has 
the Rivers and Harbors bill to consider. But per- 
chance it first has to authorize filling a hole in a 
Washington payment. It has pending matters relat- 
ing to national prohibition. But perhaps these bills 
must wait for one approving felling a tree on some 
boulevard lawn. There are agricultural measures af- 
fecting the welfare of 40,000,000 people. But a 
bill to allow opening of an alley in the capital has to 
be gravely talked. about, . ’ | 
_ It is pertinent, therefore, that among District of 
Columbia bills pending aré proposals to conduct a sur- 
vey of the problems of government with a view to 
change. Representative Treadway of Massachus- 
setts has suggested study of the city manager system. 
Others favor additional authority for the commission- 
ers of the district. That the people of the district be 
given some-veice in their government is another pro- 
posal. 5% 

It appears that the city which is the seat of the 
federal government should remain, in a broad and 
general way, in control of the governtnent? But some 
method surely should be found to delegate authority 
over trifling city affairs to suitable “administrators. 
Congress should not be forced to waste the nation’s 
time with trivial, local matters. For the city fathers 
the capital municipality needs more interested and 
less pre-occupied parents, foster pajent. Congress 
needs more freedom from the demands of ‘its trouble- 
some municipal child.

In the cars _ be- 
‘sides Mrs. McPherson and_ her 
mother, were Rev. J. E. Howard, 
a Douglas minister, a newspaper- 
man, Deputy Sheriffs Sam Hay- 
hurst, and Walter Morris repre- 
‘senting Sheriff Jim McDonald .of ! 
Cochise County, Sergeant Leslie 
Gatliff, representing Chief of Po- 
lice Bowden of Douglas, and De- 
puty United States Marshal T. F. 
Simms. 

The shack for which they head- 
ed was the one found by four 
Cochise County and Douglas of- 
Hens last Saturday morning. It 
was the same one which Chief of 
Police Bowden emphatically an- 
nounced could not be the shack 
in which Mrs. McPherson insists 
she was held prisoner by two 
kidnappers ‘Steve’ and “Rose”. 

The shack is located 18 miles 
southeast of Agua Prieta and is 
'oceupied by a Mexican family with 
dogs and chickens. It has no 
wooden floors. In her previous 
statements to investigators Mrs. 
McPherson had repeatedly state: 
that her prison had been a shack 
with wooden floors. 

Chief of Police Bowden denied 
today he had summoned Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson back to Douglas. He ad- 
mitted however that Mrs. Me: 
*herson had requested a descript- 
ion of this shack and that he had 
forwarded to her complete photo- 
graphs and blueprints of the 
shack and its surrounding terri-

| cClared the only information she 
had received concerning the shack : 
were two telegrams from a local 
minister urging her tg come back 
to Douglas and identify the shack. 

The evangelist’s second and 
secret appearance in Douglas this 
morning was a direct contrast 
to the arrival of ‘Mother’ Kennedy 
and Mrs. McPherson's two children 
a week ago. Then there was sing- , 
ing, rejoicing and the milling of 
a curious throng. 

Today there was no reception. 
Only a minister and a few news- 
paper men were at the station. 

At Agua Prieta the searching 
party was delayed twenty minutes 
to abtain permits. 

The sun was beating down mer- All colors— 
cilessly as the three automobiles values 
picked up the trail along the 
boundary line fence’ and headed $ 98 
eastward over the same route that 
Mrs. McPherson had covered five 
times with other posses. 

Though all traces of footprints 
and automobile tracks had been 
obliterated by last night’s rains, 
Mrs. McPherson reiterated it was 
the same route she had followed 
on the night of her escape. | 

Five miles east she remarked 
“I positively identify this part of 
the country so far. You can see 
for yourself how I could have 
walked over this country without 
seriously damaging my shoes.” 

Eight miles beyond Agua Prieta 
pre near the ‘base of Niggerhead 
Mountain Mrs., McPherson _in- 
structed the trailers to seek the 
rolling hill country which she said 
she traversed shortly after flee- 
| ing from the cabin. 

And again she _ identified the 
cattle fence extending southward 
from Niggerhead as the fence she 
had first found and followed north- 
ward to the border after her all 
eday walk. 

At Niggerhead the party turned 
southward. Two miles from the 
border on a ‘Yrutted and seldom 
traveled road Mrs. McPherson left 
her car for the first time since 
the start of the sweltering journ- 
ey
